W estern Grain Crops, 
Chicago, October 3d.—The

the heavy frosts of the last three days. In 
Missouri and Kentucky corn is ready for 
husking aud cribbing.

Plowing for the fall sowing of 
wheat is progressing, and in m any portions 
of Illinois, Missouri, Kansas and Kentucky 
is completed aud some seeding has already 
been done. 
The 
wheat 
m ovement in 
Dakota is now light, a great deal of wheat 
having already been marketed. The ruling 
prices are 50 to 55 cents per bushel. 
Move­ 
m ent is slow in Minnesota at 55 to 03 
cents. In Illinois very little wheat is being 
sold, with prices 00 to 75 cents. 
In Iowa 
the wheat movement is fair at 50 to GO 
cents. 
I11 Ohio considerable wheat is being 
m arketed at 00 to 78 cents. In Missouri 
the wheat m ovement lias -fallen off, the 
ruling prices being 50 to 72 cents. 
In 
Kansas there is scarcely any wheat mov­ 
ing, with prices at 50 to 70 cents. 
In 
Michigan wheat is freely marketed at 69 to 
73 cents. 
In Wisconsin there is a fair 
movement at 65 to 75 cents. The tenor of 
reports shows that hogs generally are 
healthy, with a somewhat lighter run than 
usual, while cattle are looking better, with 
improved pasturage.

The belief is well 
sujqiorled that, by such a system, at least 
twenty of the fifty counties could be se­ 
cured even next year to make distinctive 
exhibits. 
W hat a fair th at of 1887 would 
be if fifteen or twenty or more counties of 
California would almost al>sorl> the space 
in the Pavilion w ith exhibits of their 
fruits, grapes, grains, woods, manufactured 
products, etc. 
W e believe it possible to 
so work through skilled agents as to bring 
about such a result, and in the course of a 
few years make the State F air a perfectly 
complete annual exiiosition of the re­ 
sources of the entire State. 
But if any­ 
thing more in this direction is accom­ 
plished than has been, it will be by some 
such method as that suggested. 
To leave 
it any longer to voluntary effort will not 
do. 
The few counties th at have made ex­ 
hibits will not care to repeat year after 
year unless there is broader enthusiasm 
and sharper competition, and this can be 
accomplished, we hold, by the labors of 
agents of the Society sent into the counties 
for the purpose. 
The splendid success at­

outlined can lie accomplished. 


EIGHT EXPRESSION. 


ST. LOUIS AND THE KNIGHTS. 


Let us not judge St. Louis too quickly. 
The charges made by the advance guard 
of returning K nights Tem plar are that the 
St. Louis jieople were inhospitable, cold 
and meanly and discrim inatingly specula­ 
tive, and th at this has led G rand Army 
men to agitate the question of revoking 
the decision to hold the next N ational En­ 
campment in that city. 
All this may be 
true, hut we are loth to believe it. 
As a 
rule, the jieople of the W est are warmly 
hospitable and generous to the guest, and 
in a remarkably liberal degree. 
We are 
inclined to believe th at our Californians 
went East with too exalted ideas of what 
“ entertainm ent ” is. 
They may have 
forgotten th at the free and |>erfectly care­ 
less use of money in entertaining that 
obtains in California, is not paralleled any­ 
where in the more economic East. 
The 
thrift of Eastern people is due to their 
economic habits. They see neither obliga­ 
tion nor virtue in lavish outpouring of 
money to entertain—that is to say, our ex- 
ce-sively enthusiastic m ethods look to 
them like outrageous extravagance. 
In a 
sense they may he right, hut we are con­ 
tent w ith our system for all that. 
It is 
true th at we have not yet come down to 
the level of the economic East, though we 
have approached it, for som ething of the 
good old Pioneer era liberality attaches to 
us as yet, and we are not sure th at it is an 
evil by any means. W hen we compare our 
methods with those of the East, we are apt 
to consider theirs niggardly, when the fact 
must be th at they are up to a fine standard. 
I t is certainly true th at Eastern people 
consider ours ex trav ag an t; but if so, they 
serve our taste. 
During the recent visita­ 
tion of the G rand Army to Sacramento it 
was the common remark of Eastern guests 
th at they had never heard of or experi­ 
enced such lavish hospitality as California 
dispensed. 
They were 
very loud and 
warm in these expressions. W hat we then 
thought to he flattery, or the extravagant 
compliment of the pleased guest, may, 
after all, have been simple and uncxag- 
gerated truth. It may he th at to the vision 
of our Californians at St. Louis the spec­ 
tacular display was poor, lmt only by con­ 
trast, and that it was ¡11 reality up to a 
very high stan d ard ; that to th eir judg­ 
m ent the enthusiasm of the hosts was cold 
only by contrast with the 
exuberant 
m anifestations of concern, and the unpar­ 
alleled bountcousness w ith which wediued 
and wined and feted our recent guests, 
Wc are perfectly w illing for the Eastern 
jieople to write us down extravagant. T hat 
is a m atter that concerns us only. 
We 
trust that 110 cold economy will chill us, as 
hosts, until we have won a m illion more of 
our Eastern friends to come and dwell with 
us. 
But this expression they must not 
construe as confession of selfish motive. 
T he truth is, Californians have earned the 
rejiutation of doing things on the “ grand” 
in entertaining, and it is due to sincerity 
of the hosts. 
The tim e 'w ill come, of 
course, when more economic methods wi 
prevail, but thus far we have not harmed 
ourselves. 
So far as St. Louis is concerned, the 
complaints of h e r coldness and narrowness 
should be received w ith reservations unti 
we hear more of the m atter, and receive 
also the responsive defense of the St. Louis 
jieople to the unpleasant charges made 
against them.

science, art, mechanics, education and tol­ 
eration has been greater under W illiam 
than in the reigns of any, or indeed all his 
jiredecessors. 
B ut when this is said, it is 
to he added th at Kaiser W illiam has been 
moved, w hether he would or not, far more 
by the grand current of hum an progress 
than any previous Germ an monarch. 
H e 
could not, had he tried, have stemmed the 
resistless tide. 
H e had the wisdom not to 
seriously attem pt it. 
H e has lived in an 
era of progress such as the world has never 
before exjierienced. 
He has been one of 
the incidents of the era, and to hut a lim ­ 
ited extent a motor in the onward sweep of 
peoples toward the highest possibilities of 
the race of man.

It is to be earnestly hoped that tliearrange- 
m ents to bring Sacramento into closer rela­ 
tions with the people of El Dorado county, 
together w ith their fertile lands, rich mines 
and valuable tim ber belt, will be success­ 
fully effected. 


S h asta County G rapes.—The 
Shasta 
Echo says: We mentioned last week that 
Mr. Lowe had sent Muscatel grapes grown 
in Happy valley to Professor Hilgard, for 
analysis. The following report has been 
received: “ Your grapes and letter of 21st 
arrived duly. The crapes showed over .28 
of sugar by spindle test, and the wine is 
now termenting. 
I think it doubtful that 
it will go through entirely, in which ease 
we shall m ake a fortified sweet wine of it. 
The grapes I consider to be of extra fine 
quality in regard to sweetness as well as 
aroma. 
I have rarely tasted as good, and if 
you can grow plenty of them, they ought 
to command a good price as table grajtes; 
they would also make first-class raisins in 
an appropriate drier. The acid I find to be 
rather low—.315 per cent. 
W ine grapes 
usually have from .15 to .65, and of course 
they are not adapted to the making of dry 
wine. I would like to know the age of the 
vines producing these grapes; also, a sam­ 
ple of the soil. I have had some of the 
latter from your region, but they differ so 
much in different localities that it is hard 
to judge from one ridge to the other.” 


Three years ago Rev. H . C. Christian was 
called to the pastorate of the Seventh- 
street M. E. Church South.

Sectionalism, 
If it ever did exist here, is a thing of the 
past, and all feel now that they are labor­ 
ing solely in the cause of Christ, and in 
this work are co-operating with all Chris­ 
tian churches. Mr. Christian is an earnest 
worker—in some respects an evangelist— 
and as a revivalist he has no superior. Last 
night he preached the last sermon of his 
third year. On next Sabboth morning and 
evening his pulpit will be filled by Bishop 
Keener, oi New Orleans. 
The Conference of the M. E. Church 
South will be held at San Jose, commencing 
on Wednesday, October 13th. According 
to the rules of the Church, a m inister can 
remain in charge of the same church four 
years, and it is altogether likely that he 
will be returned to Sacramento in defer­ 
ence to his owu wishes and that of the 
citizens of this comm unity. 


last evening's services. 
The church was filled at an early hour 
last evening. 
The choir sang as a volun­ 
tary, in which the congregation joined : 
It may be far, it may be near. 
There is a hope, there is a fear: 
But iu the future waiting I, 
Shall Jesus say yes, by and by. 
As an opening song of praise the minis- 
tes read hym n 259 : 
I am coming to the cross, 
1 am jioor and weak and blind, 
I am counting ail but dross, 
I shall full salvation had. 
The singing of this song by the entire 
congregation was followed by a most feel­ 
ing and eloquent prayer, in which the m in­ 
ister referred to his three years' services in 
Sacramento, and earnestly prayed that the 
efforts put forth and the good work accom­ 
plished would be the means ot saving 
many souls. The prayer was followed by 
the congregation singing hym n 279: 
Work, for the night is coming, 
• 
Work through the morning hour, 
Work while the dew is sparkling. 
Work ’mid springing llowers; 
Work when the day grows brighter, 
Work in the glowingsun; 
Work, for the night is coming, 
When man's work is done. 
The m inister said he would feel sad in­ 
deed if he thought this was to be his last 
sermon to this people. If he thought it 
was he would hardly be able to nerve him ­ 
self for the occasion. 
He hoped it was 
only his last sermon of the third year, and 
that he would still be allowed to remain 
here a year longer. 
However no one 
knew what a conference m ight do—his 
discourse of the evening would be a ser­ 
mon to the unsaved. 
He felt like eulogiz­ 
ing 
his 
congregation, returning 
them 
thanks for their noble Christian work dur­ 
ing the time he had been w ith them , but 
instead had decided to preach a plain in­ 
cisive sermon, as if this was the last oppor­ 
tunity of ajipealing to them for the salva­ 
tion of their souls. 
He chose for his text 
M atthew xvi., 24; 25 and 26: 
Then said Jesus unto his disciples, if any man 
will come after me. let him deny himself, and 
take up his cross and follow’ me. 
For whosoever will save his life shall lose it, 
and whosoever will lose his life for my sake 
shall find it. 
For what isa man profited, if he shall gain 
the whole world and lose his own soul ? or what 
shall a mail give iu exchange for his soul ? 
The occasion that gave rise to the words 
used in the text was the discussion between 
Christ and his disciples about his going 
away from them , and coming again in the 
person of the holy comforter. 
He told 
them how he should go into Jerusalem and 
suffer many things of the elders and chief 
priests and scribes, and be killed and 
raised again on the third day. 
Peter said : 
“ Master this shall not be unto thee.” 
Christ answered Peter, saying: 
“ Get thee 
behind me, S atan ; 
thou art an offense 
unto m e ; 
for thou savorest not the things 
that be of God, but those that be of m en.” 
He detected in the language of Peter some­ 
thing devilish in nature, that of selfishness. 
Peter wanted Christ to remain with his band 
of disciples. 
Jesus turned unto the m ul­ 
titude and said : 
“ If any man will be my 
disciple let him deny himself, take up his 
cross and follow me.” 
Here is the divine 
thought, the power of the hum an will to 
settle the destiny of the soul for time and 
eternity. 
No m atter what divine writers 
m ay think, or however m uch they may 
differ, they all agree that every man is ac­ 
countable for his own being. H eisaccount- 
able for himself, 
lie is held at the bar of 
his own conscience, and at the bar of bis 
God for 
his own actions. If a man 
take3 a pistol and wantonly shoots a fel­ 
low being, he is guilty of m urder, and 
is 
held 
accountable 
for 
the 
deed. 
The freedom of the hum an will is some­ 
thing that m ust be understood. 
Christ 
says, “ If any man will come.” 
It implies 
that any man can who will. W hile no 
man without the grace of God can become 
a disciple of Christ, still every hum an be­ 
ing who has the Gospel presented to him 
has the grace necessary, and if it is not ex­ 
ercised he is lost. H e illustrated by say­ 
ing : “ Suppose I wanted to go to Galt, and 
should get live miles upon my journey and 
find an obstruction in my way—a fork in 
the road, one leading one way, the other in 
an opposite direction, but the one I should 
travel to reacli m y destination filled with 
obstacles and debris. Suppose that some 
kind friends remove the obstructions and 
point out the way. There I then stand, 
and if I so choose I can follow the 
right road.” 
He further illustrated by 
relating the case of the im potent man who, 
unable to rise, lay for days by the pool of 
Siloam. 
At a certain hour eacli day an 
angel would unlock the doors of heaven, 
descend through the ethereal blue and 
hover over that pool; its waters were dis­ 
turbed, and whoever bathed therein at that 
tim e came out whole. That poor impotent 
man, who had been disabled for.thirty and 
eight years, had seen the crippled go in 
lame and halt and come out perfect, the 
diseased cured of their maladies, but him ­ 
self was unable during the brief stay of the 
angel to get to the pool. 
There was a 
longing within him to get to the purifying 
waters, but he was helpless. The strong 
rushed by him . and his piteous pleadings 
passed unnoticed. One glorious Sabbath 
m orning as he lay there in despair, he saw 
some men approaching. One commanding 
figure stood over him . 
It was Jesus. 
He said, “ W ilt thou be made w hole?” 
He replied that be d id ; told of his suffer­ 
ings and inability to move—of his utter 
helplessness. Jesus said unto him , “ Arise, 
take up thy bed and walk.” The man 
m ight have replied, “ It is unreasonable in 
you to give such a com m and; I have been 
impotent for thirty and eight years; I am 
helpless." 
But he did not say it. 
He 
undertook to obey the command, and, to 
the surprise of ali, he arose, took up his 
bed, put it upon his shoulders and went 
through all the city of Jerusalem pro­ 
claiming what Christ had done for him. 
His faith had made him whole. 
He spoke of Christ in the temple on the 
holy Jew ish Sunday. A young man with 
a palsied arm was placed where Christ 
would see him . and if he cured they could 
accuse him . 
Christ said, “ Young man, 
stretch forth thine arm .” 
The young man 
proffered 110 excuses; he did not say that 
his good right arm was helpless; that with 
it he was uuable to assist his poor m other ; 
but the very m om ent Jesus commanded 
him he made the effort to obey, and in the 
effort divine power was given. 
H e then 
Telated the instance of freeing Peter from 
prison, when Christ appeared in his dark 
dungeon in night and commanded him , 
saying, “ Peter, jiut on thy sandals and fol­ 
low me.” 
Some say : “ I 
am 
a 
d rin k er: the 
love 
of 
liquor 
has 
such 
a 
fast 
hold 
upon 
me 
that 
when 
your 
gospel 
commands 
that 
I 
lead 
a different life I cannot obey." 
Remember 
that God says: “ Give me your heart; will 
to be a disciple and be saved?” 
We need 
to hear preaching; it is good for us; we 
need to hear the holy scriptures, but we 
have the om nipotent power w ithin our­ 
selves to secure a new life if we only will 
it. You no doubt have m any tim es on 


New Year’s day resolved to be a better 
man, but failed. The trouble is that you 
fail in your inner nature to be a disciple of 
Christ. Follow Christ’s commands and be 
obedient to his will. 
Nothing else wiil 
liberate you from the prison you are 
in to-nighi but becoming a disciple of 
Christ. 
One tim e an eloquent Methodist, 
at the close of a splendid sermon, asked 
some one to come forward for the prayers 
of the church. A man came toward' the 
altar whom the m inister recognized as a 
thief, a debauche, one w ith whom respect­ 
able people refused to ussociate, a man 
steeped in crime. H e thought this would 
not do, it would be the ruination of the 
church to take such a man in, and the 
m inister m et him and in his endeavor to 
turn him back said, “ H ave you counted 
the cost?” “No, s ir ; 1 havenot counted the 
cost. 
don’t know what it will cost. I 
don’t care what it will cost,” and he tear­ 
fully added, “ I am going to Christ if I 
have to wade through blood and crawl 
every inch of the way.” 
The will is 
w hat you need. Christ says : “ W hosoever 
will let him come.” W e don’t w ant the 
wishy-washy religionists who pray to-day 
and not to-morrow, but men who work 
from 
early 
m om till late at night— 
men who have the will. 
It is said of 
Andrew Jackson’s body-servant, shortly 
after the demise of “ Old H ickory,” as the 
General’s friends loved to call him , that a 
friend one day asked : “ Pat, what do you 
think has become of the General ?

T hat was the 
strength of the will of Jackson.

said that he was a ruined and fallen young 
m an. 
He had formed evil habits, which 
weighted him down like m ighty shackles. 
H e prayed God for deliverance from his 
sinfulness, for help, for deliverance. Fif­ 
teen years had passed since, and he had 
been swept heavenward. " If any m an will,” 
saith Christ, “let him take up his cross and 
follow me.” 
To save your life you m ust lose it. The 
man who does not, will save it here hut 
lose it in the 
hereafter. 
W hat shall 
it 
jirofit 
a 
man 
if 
he 
gain 
the 
whole world and 
lose his own soul ? 
Take a piece of paper, and put down in 
one column all you can gain—fame with 
its fickleness, one day at the top rung of 
the ladder, the next groveling in the gutter, 
vanity, pleasures, etc. Count up that col­ 
um n and its product rej re ¡ents this world. 
On the other side write down, “ I have lost 
m y so u l;” subtract it from the other and 
see w hat you have lost. 
If I liad the lan­ 
guage of Milton or the jicncil of an artist 
I would like to depict to you a lost, s o u l- 
one who has rejected Christ and lost his 
soul. You say to me, “ Mr. Christian, you 
have been very kind, you have pleaded 
earnestly with me, you have given good 
advice, and I do propose to become some 
day a disciple of Christ.” 
But when, dear 
friend? W ill the next preacher love you 
better, or plead with you more earnestly 
than I, or will you have three brighter 
years lor reflection than those just passed? 
W ill you accept Christ to-night, or will you 
recede in each coming day into a coldness 
that will lead you from Christ? I have 
tried hard : I have endeavored to show you 
the way.

got an old ewe of little value and took 
her to the range where a band of mntton 
sheep were herded. 
He then tied a rope 
about six feet long to her neck and the 
other end of the rope to a picket-pin, 
which lie drove into the ground. 
He then 
planted four steel trajis at equal distances 
from each other in a circle, a short distance 
outside the circle that would be made by 
the sheep round. Over the ground and 
traps hay was spread so that the coyotes 
could not see them . The trick worked 
like a charm , and for three mornings in 
succession Mr. Bell had the satisfaction of 
finding a live coyote in one of the traps. 
H e changed the location of the old ewe 
and caught two more coyotes. Since that 
tim e he lias not been troubled with coyotes 
killing his sheep. 


A m o n g 
t h e W inem akers.—A reporter 
dropped in at K rug’s cellar yesterday and 
found everything booming and everybody 
satisfied with the vintage. 
Charles Krug 
will m ake this year about 30,000 gallons of 
Riesling wine, 20,000 gallons of Zinfnndel, 
10,000 gallons Burger, 15,000 gallons of 
Chasseias, and 25,000 gallons of other kinds 
of wines. 
A t present he has about 40,000 
gallons made. 
\V. Bourn lias rented a 
portion of this excellently appointed cellar, 
and with Assemblyman II. A. Pellet to 
supervise the work, will manufacture 200,­ 
000 gallons of wine. Of this quantity 100,­ 
000 gallons nre already made. 
Yesterday 
Mr. Pellet and his assistant. Louis Ziern- 
gibl, superintended the handling of six dif­ 
ferent kinds of grapes, viz.: Green Riesling, 
gray Riesling, Chasseias, Burger, Zinfandel 
and Malvoises, placing the m ust of eacli 
variety try itself for ferm entation.—Si. Hel­ 
ena Times. 


B oeing fo r N a tu r a l Gas.—Very few 
persons are aware that a gas well is now 
being bored near the French Camp road, 
about two miles southwest from Stockton. 
A strong com pany was formed som etim e 
ago for this purpose. The company evi­ 
dently mean business, and have contracted 
to have the first 1,000 feet sunk as soon as 
possible with ordinary boring apparatus. 
T he next 1,500 or 2,000 feet will be drilled 
witli the company's own machinery and 
appliances, of which there is fully $8,000 
worth now on the ground. 
As will he seen 
the company expects to sink the well about 
.3,000 feet, or further if necessary. 
If gas is 
found, other wells will be sunk in this sec­ 
tion, and very likely the tim e is not far 
distant when San Francisco, Stockton and 
all tfce prom inent cities and towns on the 
coast wiil use natural gas for fuel as well 
as for lighting purposes.— Stockton Record.

H aving been in the employ of the Michigan Stove Com­ 
pany many years, and having exam ined m any Stoves re­ 
ported to them as not operating properly, I will give you a 
statem ent of some of the principal blunders, hoping that it 
m ay aid those who deal in downward-draft Cook Stoves in 
correcting some of said blunders. 


Very often the pipe used is smaller than the collar o f the 
stove. This is very common, and is generally caused by pur­ 
chasers wishing to save the expense of new pipe when buying 
a large Stove to replace a sm all one. Agents should rem em ­ 
ber that in no ease do we guarantee the operation of any 
Stove m ade by us where the pipe used is not fu ll size of the 
collar on the Stove. 


W o rk in g T w o or M ore S toves In th e S am e F lu e. 


This is also a very common blunder, and one that Agents 
can easily discover. They should never guarantee a Stove to 
give satisfaction wiiere it is proposed to work it in a flue with 
another Stove, as they have no such guarantee from us.

T h e C h im n ey T oo L j w . 


We have often found the chim ney lower than the ad­ 
joining building; tiie kitchen being one-storv, wiiile the 
balance of the house was two stories or more, causing the 
wind, in coming over the tailor portion, to blow down the 
chimney, and on two occasions we have found, added to this 
fault, a large tree overhanging the chim ney, thus choking 
the draft. 


The great trouble w ith most persons using W ood Ranges 
and Stoves is that they use too m uch coal. If they would 
only try it, they would be astonished to see how little is really 
required to do good baking in the “ GARLAND’ RANGE

If the following suggestions were always observed in 
setting up Stoves, m uch trouble would be sat e d : 


First—Re sure that the flue into which you are going to put 
the Stove has a good draft, and that the chim ney is as 
high as any adjoining building.

Section 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exem pt under the law s of the 
U nited States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
propi 
value, to be ascertained as provided bv law 
The w ord property, as used in th is article aud 
section, is hereby declared to iuclude moneys, 
Tbe w ord 


credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other m atters and things, real, personal and 
m ixed, capable o f private ow nership; provided, 
th a t grow ing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, an d such as m ay beloug to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
m unidipal corporation w ithin this state, shall 
be exem pt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deem ed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part o f the realty; and, 
provided further, th at railroads shall l>e taxed as 


m tiou from taxation of ships 
and vessels ow ned and registered or enrolled in 
this btate, or m ay tax such ships a n d vessels on 
th eir gross or net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. T he Legislature m ay also provide, 
except in case o f credits secured by m ortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents if th is State. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited.

ending upon the thirty-first day of Decem ber 
n ex t preceding, w hich tax sh all be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon th e fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadw ay, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and th eir 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, w hen op­ 
erated as a pnrt o f sucn railroad, an a upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the m ort­ 
gages, deeds o f trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by w hich a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belongiug to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as o th er property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on th e thirty-first day of Decem ber last

receding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
efore the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by th e State Board o f Equalization, 


delay th e collection of any tax laif v nder the 
form of law, except upon a showL 
th at the 
sam e property has been taxed more th an once 
for the sam e purpose in th e sam e year, and then 
onlj upon paym ent to the T ax Collector, or into 
Court, of a sum equal to the am ount of one of 
the taxes so laid upon the property in question; 
provided, th a t in all cases actions may be m ain­ 
tained against the T ax Collector to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest.
